Oj  lh e Religious  ceremony  oj  .ire  M.wrlage 
cj  Senaparte  Sunday,  April  i . 

In  the  cir-.pel  of  the  Louvre,  where  the 
cerrmrnv'  was  performer!,  an  estrade  sur- 
mounted b-  a canopy , was  erected  in  front 
of  li  e altar.  A t the  distance  of  30  feet 
fro  n the  altar  were  placed  two  chairs  of 
state,  with  a praying  desk,  tor  their  lmpe 
ria!  Majesti-s.  In  two  chandeliers  close 
to  tiie  altar  w*re  put  two  wax  candles, 
r -chof  them  incrpsting  twenty  pieces  cf 
•»ol:l.  A bason  containing  thirty  pieces 
ot  gold  and  the  marriage  ling,  was  laid  on 
r.  At  t.:  • 1 t )in  of  the  steps 

were  two  cushions  for  their  Imperial  Ma- 
jesties, and  at  tl.e  top  three  chairs  (nr  the 
'officiating  . A .ioner  and  hia  two  as- 

sistant Bishops.  T c Card.ngls  were  seat- 
'd" the  alWTan'l  the  1:. 
op  to  tht  left.  The  Prliice  Grand  Dig 
uitarics,  tec.  wer  stationed,  as  in  the  civil 
Ceremony,  according  to  their  respective 
degrees  ot  rank  and  precedence. 

The  Cardinal  Gran  i Almoner  ot  France 
his  assistant,  the  Grand  Alirionerot  Italy, 
and  the  body  of  Clergy,  received  the  im- 
perial pair  at  the  door  of  the  Chapel,  and 
presented  them  With  the  censor  aqd  holy 
water.  Their  majesties  and  the  whole  of 
the  procession  having  taken  their  places, 
the  officiating  Grand  Almoner  ordered 
the  Pen/  cr.nlar  to  be  chanted,  all  present 
being  on  their  knees.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  first  verse  the  Grand  Almoner  pro- 
ceeded to  the  highest  step  of  the  sanctua 
ry,  and  standing  with  his  face  to  the  altar, 
pronounced  a benediction  on  the  thirty 
pieces  of  goid  and  the  ring. 

This  part  of  the  ceremony  being  com- 
plied, the  grand  master  of  the  ceremonies 
made  a bow  to  the  emperor  and  empress, 
wmo  taking  off  their  gloves,  advanced  to 
the  foot  of  the  altar,  and  there  taking 
each  other  by  the  right  hand  were  thus 
addressed  by  the  Grand  Almor.er. 

“ Sire,  you  declare,  that  you  acknovfl 
edge,  and  you  swear  before  God,  and  :n 
the  face  of  his  holy  church  that  you  now 
take  as  your  wife  and  lawful  spouse,  her 
imperial  and  royal  highness,  madame  Ma- 
lia  Louisa,  Afchdutchess  of  Austria,  here 
present.’' — The  emperor  answered,  “ Yes 
Sir.”  The  minister  continued,  “ you  pro- 
ji, ire  and  swear  to  be  faithful  to  her  in  all 
things,  as  a faithful  spouse  ought  to  be  to- 
vpius  his  spouse,  according  to  the  com- 
monument  of  Gud.”— The  emperor  answer- 
ed, “ Yes  Sir.” 

The  same  form  was  gone  through  with 
respect  to  the  empress  ; with  this  distinc- 
tion only,  that  in  compliment,  nodoubt,  to 
hei  religious  creed,  the  minister  omitted 
in  tin-  question  put  to  her,  the  word  “ ac- 
knowledge’'whi 'll  he  had  introduced  in 
t-d-Ire  sing  Napoleon,  to  denote  the  valid- 
ity of  the  prior  civil  marriage,  according 
to  the  modern  code  of  France. 

The  minister  then  delivered  the  ring, 
and  the  pieces  of  gold,  one  by  one.  to  the 
emperor,  who  presented  the  latter  in  like 
manner  to  the  empress.  By  her  they  were 
transferred  to  a maid  of  honour,  standing 
behind  her,  who  finished  this  part  of  the 
scene  by  handing  them  to  an  assistant  ot 
rf  the  ceremonies.  The  emperor  then  put 
the  ringonth?  ring-finger  of  the  empress’s 
left  hand,  slaying  “ 1 give  you  this  ring  in 
token  of  the  man  iage  which  we  contract 
and  the  minister  making  the  sign  of  the 
Cioss  upon  the  hand  of  the  empress,  pro- 
nounced them  '*  man  and  wife  together,  in 
the  name  of  the  father  and  son  and  of  the 
holy  ghost.”— The  parties  then  kneeling 
and  co.Tiruing  to  held  each  other  by  the 
right  hand,  the  minister  gave  them  the 
nuptial  benediction  by  repeating  tbe 
two  prayers,  Deus  Abraham,  Ifc.  and  Res- 
pice  rjutesumus  lJomine  Cfc. 

I he  imperial  paw  then  resumed  their 
sjats  on  the  throne  and  went  thro’  the 
forms  of  k:-dng  tiie  g(  spels  ; after  which 
they  advanced  in  succession  to  the  altar, 
each  bearing  one  of  the  wax  candles  tn- 
closing  tv/enty  pieces  of  gold,  and  deliv. 
er;ng  the  same  as  their  otTering  to  the 
grand  Almoner. 

High  Mass  was  then  performed,  during 
which  the  happy  couple  took  the  sacra- 
ment, and  were  repeatrrllv  perfumed  with 
incense,  and  sprinkled  with  liolv  water. 
Dating  the  Propitiaire,  the  emperor  and 
empress  kneeled  on  the  cushions  placed 
tor  them  at  the  foot  of  the  altar,  under  a 
canopy  of  silver  brocade,  held  over  them 
by  the  archbishop  of  Rohan  and  the  bish- 
op of  Versailles,

PC  VAP.IRTb. ' S MARS' IJGE. 

V e have  received  Paris  papers  to  the  5 th 
and  Dutch  papers  to  the  7th  ins*.  T he 
•Paris  papers  contai  1 an  account  ot  the  ci- 
vil marriage  of  Bonaparte  and  the  princess 
Maria  Louisa,  on  the  1st  ot  April.  It 
was  executed  precisely  according  to  the 
plan  which  has  already  appeared  in  this 
paper.- — “ A most  surprising  circum- 
stance” sav  the  Paris  paper*,  ‘‘is,  that,  at 
St,  Gloud,  the  weather  was  pretty  fair,  at 
thr  same  time  that  in  Paris  the  streets 
were  inundated  with  an  incessant  torrent 
of  rain.  Fears  were  already  entertained 
avitlt  regard  tothe  festivity  of  the  ensuing 
slay  ; and  we  had  already  began  to  lament 
the  loss  ot  so  many  preparations  in  the 
capital  to  celebrate  the  most  august  of 
ceremonies,  and  the  most  memorable  of  e- 
vents  — 1 lie  star  of  the  emperor  once  more 
prevailed  over  the  equinoctial  gales — At 
the  moment  when  the  cannon  announced 
the  departure  ot  his  majesty,  the  sun  dis. 
persed  the  clouds  ; and  nothing  was  want- 
ing to  the  splendor  of  the  most  delightful 
fete  that  we  have  ever  beheld.” 

I he  procession  commenced  at  twelve 
o dock,  on  the  1st.  The  emperor  and  em- 
press reached  the  ThuiHef.es at  two.  The 
ceremony  at  the  Chapel  lasted  neatly  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  ; and  their  majesties 
returned  to  the  Thudleries  at  four. 

Private  accounts  state,  that  at  the  reli 
ginus  ceremony  of  the  marriage  «f  Bona- 
parte on  the  2d, four  queens  were  the  train 
bearers  ot  her  majesty.  Alter  receiving 
the  congratulations  of  ill  ranks  in  Paris, 
Bonaparte  and  his  Wife  sett  off  for  St 
Cloud  on  Wednesday  last,  where  they 
were  to  rer*%n  a few  days. 


On  the  third  day  after  the  marriage,  Bo 
naparte  and  ids  imperial  bride  received  the 
congratulations  of  the  senate  upon  the 
happy  occasion,  in  the  usual  style  of  ful- 
some adulation. 

By  information  from  a gentleman  just 
arrived  from  France,  we  hear  that  a curi 
ous  question  was  discussed  by  a Synod  of 
Bishops  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting 
between  Bonaparte  and  the  Austrian  prin- 
cess, at  the  town  of  Compergne  on  the 
river  Oise,  45  miles  north-east  yt  Paris. 
It  was  enquired  of  these  prelates,  assem- 
bled in  the  ecclesiastical  court,  if  it  were 
lawful,  that  Napoleon  and  Maria  I.oui'a, 
who  had  been  married  by  proxy  at  Vienna, 
could,  consistent  with  the  Christian  law, 
sleep  beneath  the  same  canopy?  After  a 
short  consultation  of  these  episcopal  doc- 
trines, permission  was  given,  and  we  are 
told  that  the  religious  scruples  ct  the  im. 
perial  maiden  were  by  these  venerable  pa- 
ir. arths  happily  removed. — [Fudge,] 

Letter  to  Sir  Francis  Burdett from  his 

constituents  assembled  at  Westminster. 
Sip., 

• We  nominated  you  to  be  our  repre- 
sentative without  your  knowledge,  and 
we  elected  yon  without  your  interference. 
V\  e were  confident  that  you  would  perform 
the  duties  of  a representative  with  ability 
and  fidelity.  I11  every  respect  you  have 
not  only  fulfilled,  hut  exceeded  our  ex 
pectatioas.  We  derive  the  utmost  satis- 
taction  from  having  pointed  out  to  the  na- 
tion the  way  to  he  fairly  represented;  had 
it  been  possible  thp.t  oil"  example  would 
have  been  followed,  ami  a proper  repre- 
sentation of  the  people  thereby  produced, 
the  scenes  that  we  have  lately  witnessed 
would  not  have  disgraced  our  country.  We 
understood  the  nobleness  of  vour  mind, 
and  were  confident  that  yon  would  not 
descend  to  barter  your  trust  for  a place 
under  government,  nor  be  the  partisan  or 
leader  ot  those  who  support  or  reject  mea- 
sures just  as  they  happen  to  be  proposed 
on  this  or  on  that  side  of  the  House.  We 
feel  the  indignity  that  has  been  offered  to 
you;  but  we  are  not  surprised  to  find,  that 
when  every  excuse  is  made  for  public  de- 
linquents, that  the  utmost  rigor  is  exerci- 
sed against  him  who  pleads  fbr  the  ancient 
and  constitutional  rights  of  the  people. 
You  nobly  stept  forward  in  defence  of  a 
fellow  subject,  unjustly  imprisoned,  and 
you  questioned  with  great  ability  & knowl- 
edge of  the  laws,  the  warrant  issued  upon 
that  occasion;  the  House  of  commons  have 
answered  your  argument,  by  breaking  into 
your  house  with  military  force,  seizing 
vour  person,  and  conveying  you,  bv  a large 
body  of  troops,  to  the  tower.  Your  dis- 
tinction between  privilege  and  power  re- 
mains unaltered;  tbe  privileges  of  the 
House  of  Commons  are  for  the  protection 
not  for  the  destruction  of  the  people.  Wc 
have  resolved  to  remonstrate  with  the 
House  of  C ommons  on  the  outrages  com- 
mitted under  their  order,  and  to  call  upon 
them  to  restore  you  to  your  seat  in  parlia- 
ment, which  the  present  state  of  the  coun- 
try renders  more  1 1 1 a n ever  necessary  for 
the  furtherance  of  your  and  our  object,  a 
reform  in  the  representation  in  that  House. 
While  so  many  members  are  collected  to- 
gether by  means,  ‘which  it  is  not  necessa- 
ry for  us  to  describe,’  we  cannot  but  en- 
tertain the  greatest  apprehensions  for  the 
remainder  of  our  liberties,  and  the  employ- 
ment of  a military  force  against  one  of 
their  own  body,  is  but  a sad  presage  of 
what  may  be  expected  by  those  who  might, 
like  von,  have  the  courage  to  stand  forward 
in  defence  of  the  rights  of  the  people. 
VV  hen  we  reflect  on  your  generous  exer- 
tions to  destroy  the  horrors  of  secret  and 
solitary  confinement,  severity  of  punish- 
ment in  the  army  ; to  prevent  the  cashier- 
ing of  its  officers  without  cause  assigned  ; 
to  restore  for  the  comfort  of  the  worn-out 
soldier  the  public  property  conveyed  by  a 
job  to  a private  individual  ; to  prevent  the 
extension  of  the  barrack  system,  the  ob- 
vious effect  of  which  was  to  separate  the 
soldier  from  the  citizen ; to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  foreign  troops;  to  bring 
to  light  an  atrocious  act  of  tyranny,  by 
which  a British  sailor  was  left  to  perish  on 
a barren  rock ; and,  above  all,  your  un- 
remitted exertions  to  obtain  a full,  fair, 
snd  free  representation  of  the  people  in 
Parliament.  When  we  reflect  on  the 
firmness,  the  unshaken  constancy  which 
you  have  invariably  shown  ' in  evil  report 
and  good  report,’  we  are  eager  to  express 
the  sentiments  of  gratitude  and  attach- 
ment to  you  with  which  we  are  impress- 
ed ; and  we  are  convinced  those  sentiments 
are  not  only  felt  by  the  inhabitants  of  this 
city,  but  by  every  person  throughout  the 
land,  who  is  not  interested  in  the  continu- 
ance of  public  abuses.’

Gentlemen — It  any  tiling  coulrl  increase, 
or  confirm,'  the  Constant  resolution  of  my 
life,  never  to  betray  the  confidence  yon 
have  placed  in  me,  it  is  the  kindness  and 
affection,  which  your  letter  of  the  17th 
instant  testifies  to  me;  and  the  wisdom  and 
propriety  of  your  conduct  at  the  late  meet 
ing. 

A scrupulous  adherence  to  the  common 
law  of  this  land,  and  the  wise  provisions  of 
tile  ancient  statutes,  declaratory  of  that 
law,  which,  together,  form  what  I under- 
stand by  the  constitution,  raised  our  coun- 
try to  an  unexampled  height  of  happiness 
and (prosperity ; and  in  an  exact  proportion 
to  the  invasion  and  neglect  of  them,  has 
the  country  declined. 

In  defence  of  these  laws  and  this  consti- 
tution, I smile  at  any  privation,  to  which, 


personally,  I nay  be  subjected,  thinking.  1 it 
as  I do,  that  life  cannot  so  well,  and  so  l it 
happily,  because  it  cannot  he  so  honorably 
and  usefully,  he'cxpended.  as  in  defence  of 
this  onrbest  inheritance,  and  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  good  old  cause,  for  which 
Hampden  died  in  the  field,  and  Sidney  and 
Russel  on  the  scaffold 

La  ws,  to  be  entitled  to  respect  and  wil- 
ling obedience,  must  be  pure — must  come 
from  a pure  source — that  is,  from  com- 
mon consent,  and  through  an  uncorrupt 
channel — that  is,  an  house  of  commons, 
freely  elected  by  the  people.  Moreover, 
thev  who  pay  the  reckoning,  ought  to  ex- 
amine, and-  controul  (he  account ; and  the 
only  controul  the  people  can  have,  bv  a 
fair  representation  in  parliament.  The 
necessity  of  obtaining  this  check,  by  a 
constitutional  reform,  is  now  acknowledg 
ed  by  all,  except  those  who,  contrary  to 
law,  have  possessed  themselves  of  a pro- 
perty in  the  House  of  Commons,  by  whom 
this  innd,  this  England —

From  this  foul  and  traitorous  traffic,  our 
borough  monger  sovereigns  derive  an  im- 
mense revenue,  cruelly  wrung  from  the 
hard  hand  of  honest  labor.

and  Alcantara,  with  the  right  of  property 
to  his  heirs  to  perpetuity,  to  any  Spani- 
ard, or  foreigner,  who,  in  the  service  of 
Spain,  her  liberty  and  monarchy,  shall  de- 
liver up  alive  or  dead-  Napoleon  Bona- 
parte, or  the  pretender  Joseph,  his  brother, 
as  also  an  honorable  style  which  shall  tie 
note  in  future  the  nobility  of  his  family.

Cadiz,  March  i2. 

*‘  This  very  morning  a plot  has  been 
discovered  to  deliver  up  the  ships  in  tbe 
bay  to  the  enemy.

The  Westminster  meetingon  the  usurpation 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  is  said  to  have  been 
the  largest  ev;r  known,  and  to  have  had  no 
parallel  for  ardour  of  feeling — 20,000  persons 
were  present.

THE  JOHN  ADAMS  ARRIVED. 

We  are  at  length  enabled  to  announce 
with  certainty,  the  arrival  of  the  JOHN 
ADAMS  at  Annapolis,  after)  a long 
and  boisterous  passage.  She  left  Havre 
the  24th  of  April,  and  met  with  almost  a 
constant  succession  of  westerly  winds  du- 
ring the  voyage. 

Capt.  Fenwick,  the  bearer  of  despatches 
from  France,  arrived  in  this  city  last  even- 
ing. The  contents  of  the  despatches  have 
not  transpired. 

We  lean;  from  captain  Fenwick  that 
Genera!  Armstrong, cur  minister  in  France, 
had  proposed  returning  to  the  U.  States  in 
the  John  Adams,  but  had  found  her  ac- 
commodations inconvenient  for  his  fami- 
ly. It  was  understood  that  he  had  taken 
his  passage  in  a vessel  to  sail  for  Bor- 
deaux, anil  indeed  that  part  of  Ids  baggage 
had  been  already  forwarded  to  that  port. 

Capt.  Fenwick  brings  no  continental 
news  of  importance,  which  has  not  been 
anticipated  by  other  arrivals. — Nat.  In- 

Philadelphia, June  13. 

On  Saturday  arrived  atihe  Lazaretto 
schr.  Favourite,  Evans,  17  days  from 
Laguira.  The  Caraccas  papers  to  the 
1 1th  May  contain  at>.  address  from  the 
ruling  power  at  Caraccas,  to  the  Regen- 
cy of  Spain  at  Cadiz  ; in  which  after  re- 
capitulating the  state  of  Spain,  their 
own  rights  as  free  men,  and  inhabitants 
of  a branch  of  a country  overrun  by  a 
tyrant  and  usurper,  that  they  consider 
the  Regency  as  a self  created  body,  and 
penned  up  in  a corner  of  the  empire, 
unable  to  render  them  sny  aid  or  as- 
sistance, thatjfroin  these  reasons,  they  ; 
have  taken  on  themselves  the  govern- 
ment of  their  country,  and  that  whenev- 
er the  kingdom  of  Spain  is  returned  to 
its  sovereign  and  government,  they  they 
will  be  among  the  first  to  acknowdedge 
their  pristine  allegiance  and  to  give 
signal  proofs  of  their  loyalty. — Relf. 

LATEST  FROM  EXGLAND. 

London,  -May  2 — An  American  gen- 
tleman is  arrived  in  town  who  left  Paris 
a few  day  ago — Previous  to  his  depar- 
ture lie  had  an  interview  with  Gen.  Arm- 
strong who  told  him  he  had  passports  in 
his  possession  to  enable  him  to  leave 
France  ; and  that  it  was  his  intention 
to  return  to  America  between  that  time 
and  the  first  of  June  ; and  for  this  pur- 
pose he  had  purchased  an  American 
sequestered  vessel.  Mr.  Armstrong 
expressed  his  opinion,  that  his  depar- 
ture would  not  be  conclusive  of  a rup- 
ture between  France  and  the  U.  States, 
in  as  much  as  Mr.  Beckwith  Living- 
ston was  to  succeed  him  in  his  diploma- 
tic character. 

Tbe  following  arrangements  of  titles

The  King  of  Wirtcmburg  to  be  King 
of  Westphalia. 

The  Grand  duke  of  Baden  to  be  King 
of  Switzerland. 

The  King  of  Prussia  te  cede  Silesia  to 
Austria. 


Dublin,  May  3 — Rotterdam  is  crow- 
ded  with  French  soldiers,  agents  and 
Custom-house  officers, all  seduously  em- 
ployed in  suppressing  commerce,  in 
which  they  are  uniformly  but  too  suc- 
cessful. The  nature  of  the  business  a- 
rising  from  the  peculiar  circumstances 
in  which  the  Dutch  traders  were  pla- 


ced, had  compelled  them  to  have  re- 
course to  an  extraordinary  method- of 
conducting  if.  It  was  the  custom  of 
igents  to  stipulate,  fora  certain  percen- 
tage, to  deliver  the  merchandize  con- 
fected for,  free  of  all  risk  at  the  Lon- 
don Custom-house.  The  remuneration 
was  lately  15  per  cent  ; but  in  the  pre- 
sent state  of  things,  50  per  cent  would 
not  compensate  the  agents,  for  the  risk 
they  would  have  to  encounter. 

We  stated  several  days  age,  that  Mr. 
Yorke  was  to  go  to  the  admiralty,  and 
Lord  Mulgrave  to  the  ordnance — the 
latter  appointment  has  taken  place,  and 
the  commission  to  the  former  effect  is 
in  progress. 

May  4. — VVc  have  received  the  Lon- 
don Papers  of  Monday.  There  is  not, 
with  theacception  of  the  prorogation  of 
the  French  Legislative  Body,  any  intel- 
ligence of  moment  in  those  papers.  It 
is  worthy  observation,  that  although 
there  is  a solitary  collateral  fling  against 
the  “ eternal  enemies  of  the  Continent,” 
the  speech  of  the  Senator  llegnault  does 
not  contain  the  customary  attack  upon 
the  people  and  government  of  England. 
This  may  be  considered  by  many  san- 
guine persons  as  indicative  of  the  re- 
turn ofa  pacific  disposition  on  the  part 
of  Napoleon.  The  speech  expatiates 
with  great  Sc  pardonable  complascency 
on  the  nuptials  of  the  emperor  and  the 
Archduchess  of  Austria.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  marriage  was  one  of  the 
first  strokes  of  policy  Napoleon  ever  ex- 
hibited. It  secures,  as  his  orators  say, 
the  peace  of  the  continent  ; and  when 
the  Peninsula  shall  have  been  subdued, 
it  will  leave  him  at  liberty  to  prosecute 
a maritime  war,  or  to  turn  the  arms  of 
the  French  People,  as  well  as  of  his  con- 
federate legionaries,  to  the  Ottoman 
Empire.  The  latter  is  mentioned 
slightly  ; but  it  may  be  for  the  purpose 
of  concealing  his  designs.  Indeed  we 
think  that  a Turkish  war  is  by  no  means 
so  remote  as  may  be  generally  imagined. 

The  last  accounts  from  Lisbon  and 
Spain  describe  the  French  as  suffering 
under  great  want  of  provisions.  One  of 
these  Letters  says,  ■*  the  French  arc  re- 
treating from  the  Portuguese  frontier 
in  want  of  every  thing,”  The  same 
want  is  felt  in  Spain,  and  the  next  ac- 
counts will  probably  bring  us  intelli- 
gence of  their  having  quitted  the  vicini- 
ty of  Cadiz. 

The  Duke  of  Bulluno  (Victor)  is  sta- 
ted to  have  died  at  Seville,  on  the  four- 
teenth of  April,  in  consequence  of  a 
wound  inflicted  by  a cannon  shot,  while 
rcconnoitering  the  Spanish  works  be- 
fore Cadiz. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a let- 
ter from  Paris  received  yesterday:  — 

“ Parts,  April  17. — Since  the  last  I 
wrote  you,  nothing  at  all  new  has  trans- 
pired relative  to  any  part  of  rhe  confis- 
cated American  property,  and  I can  on- 
ly repeat  that  it  is  in  vain  to  hope.”

BE  it  enacted  by  tbe  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  tbe  United  States  of 
sinCerica  in  Congress  assembled.  That  on 
the  cession  of  the  jurisdiction  of  so  much 
land  on  one  of  the  points  iotming  the  en- 
trant of  Scitime  harbor,  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  as  the  president  of  the  U- 
nited  S'ates  shall  derm  sufficient  and  most 
proper  for,. a light  house,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  id  the  Treasury  to 
provide  hy  contiact  for  building  ot  a light 
house  cf  stone  thereon,  and  placii  g it  on 
the  like  establishment  with  other  light 
houses.  The  number  and  disposition  of 
tbe  lights  shall  be  such  as  raay  distinguish 
it  from  those  of  others. 

Sec  j.  And  be  it further  enacted.  That 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  th* 
Treasury  to  cause  to  be  erected  a column 
of  stone,  as  a beacon  on  a spit  of  sand^ 
extending  from  Light  house  or  from  the 
Great  Brewster  Island  at  the  entrance  of 
the  harbor  of  Boston  in  tbe  state  ot  Mas- 
sachusetts. of  such  form  and  dimensions  as 
be  shall  deem  necessary.  And  also  to 
cause  good  and  sufficient  buoys  and  bea- 
cons to  be  placed  for  the  safety  of  navi- 
gation, at  or  near  theentraoce  of  the  har- 
bor cf  Beverley  in  Massachusetts. 

Sue.  j.  ylnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
one  of  the  two  beacons  directed  to  be 
erected  on  tbe  Stony  Muscel  brd.  ntar 
Plymouth  harbor,  in  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts, by  an  art  which  passed  the  sev- 
enteenth of  March,  eighteen  hundred  ;r  J 
eight,  be  and  the  same  is  hrrtby  directed 
to  be  erected  on  Beach  point,  near  the  said 
barber  of  Plymouth. 

Src.  4.  ylnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  avd  he 
is  hereby  authorised  to  cause  to  be  erect- 
ed and  established  under  proper  regulati- 
ons, such  a light  as  he  shall  deem  proper 
and  necessary,  at  or  near  the  entrance  of 
Bayou  St.  John  into  lake  Ponchartrairr. 
in  the  territory  of  Orleans  ; and  sm  h lights 
as  he  shall  deem  proper  on  or  near  Bird 
Island,  and  on  or  near  Presq’  isle  in  Lake 
Erie. 

Sec.,  y.  /.r.dhe  it furtbe r enacted  That 
there  be  appropriated  out  of  any  monies 
in  tbe  T reasury  of  tbe  United  States,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  follow  itlgsnms 
of  money  to  accomplish  the  purposes  o; 
this  act,  to  wit  : 

For  the  erection  of  a "light  l ouse  at  the 
entrance  cf  Sciiuate  harbor,  four  thousand- 
dollars. 

For  the  erection  of  a stone  column  on  * 
spit  of  sand  extending  from  Lighthouse 
island  at  tbe  entrance  of  Boston  harbor, 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ; 

And  for  the  erection  and  establishment 
of  a light  at  tbe  entrance  ot  Bayou  St. 
lohn  into  1 ;ke Poncliartrain,  two  thousand 
dollars  ; 

And  for  the  erection  and  established  o? 
two  lights  on  lake  Erie,  one  thottsand  six 
hundred  dollar  s ; 

And  for  beacons  and  buoys  near  the  en- 
trance of  Beverly  harbor,  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars.
